Resignation of Chief Constable 
Thomas Hall was received by the 
town council on Monday evening. 
A letter from Mr. Hall stated 
that his health would not permit 
him to carry on. 

Mr. Halt was engaged Nov. 7, 
1932, to succeed George Trivett, 
now deceased, as night constable. 
He served on the night patrol 
until last year. 

The council adopted a report of 
the police commission accepting 
Mr. Hall's resignation with regret 
and expressing appreciation for 
his "co- operation and friendly 
attitude." The commission's rec- 
ommendation that he be given 
two weeks pay was also accepted. 
Reeve Dr. L. W. Dales, a member 
of the commission, suggested a 
month's pay. 

The council adopted a recom- 
mendation appointing James 
Sloss, of Newmarket, as town 
constable, to commence July 15. 

There were applications before 
the council from Kenneth Mount, 
to be transferred from night to 
day duties, and from Wm. T. 
Webster, to be appointed town 
constable. 

"Wo should consider Mount," 
said Councillor Arthur Evans, 
moving that Mount be appointed. | 
"He has a year's experience." 

"The police commission went 
into this rather carefully." said 
Mayor Dr. S. J. Boyd. "Sloss has I 
been wanting to be a constable 
for some time. He applied in 
Toronto, and was not accepted 
only because he lived here. They 
found no fault with him. 

"We also had Mr. Pearson, who 
has a good deal to do with the 
constable, interview him. Mr, 
1'ear.son found that he had good 
(nullifications. He has good 
education. 

"Mount has made a good sug- 
gestion to us, that the constable 
relieve the other man on night 
duty. We arc planning to do that. 
He also suggested that each man, 
when lie goes off duty, should 
leave a report for the other. That 
is a good suggestion. Mount has 
brains. There will be co-operation 
between the two." 

"Mount doesn't get information 
about what has gone on in the 
day because his job is just night 
patrol/* Dr. L. W. Dales said. 
"Sloss will do the night police 
work if any. Mount has been 
doing extra work which he 
shouldn't have to do." 

Councillors Evans and George 
Williams voted for the appoint- 
ment of Mount. 

Sloss was appointed and Ids 
wage was fixed for tho present 
at $18 a week and $5 a week 
for car allowance. The council 
adopted a recommendation of the 
police commission that "the new 
police officer must have the use 
of his own car and police the 
town efficiently throughout." 

"A married man can't live on 
S1H a week," said Councillor W. 
W. Osborne, suggesting $20. 

"He Is new to the Job, nnd he 
is satisfied to start til $1B," said

Dr. Hoyd said that Sloss had 
agreed to attend tho Toronto 
police school in September, Tho 
mayor said that the commission 
would send Sloss or Mount to 
this school this fall and tho other 
man next spring. 

Another police commission 
recommendation adopted was 
that tho commission make a 
survey of tho parking needs on 
both sides of Main and Eagle Sts. 

The commission also recom- 
mended that the town send a 
letter of appreciation to tho 
Toronto and York Roads Com- 
mission for installation of the 
automatic stop-light at Eagle and 
Yonge Sta., contributing to the 
safety and convenience of 
motorists, 

"Wasn't It tho province?" asked 
N. L. Mathews, K.C., clerk and 
solicitor. 

"No, It cost the Toronto and 
York Roads Commission $2,000," 
said Dr. Dales. 

Another recommendation 
adopted waa "to warn tho travel- 
ling public that we intend to 
enforce all laws for stop-streets 
and acceding,"

IMMIGRATION 

If prosperity comes, can immigration be far 
behind? Canadians have been shutting out people 
of other countries for so long, in the name of hard 
timei. that they have almost forgotten how 
sparsely settled their country is. it seemed natural 
to think that, if there was widespread unemploy- 
ment in this country, stopping of immigration 
would help to remedy it. Immigration during the 
depression years would have added to Canada's 
troubled, it seems reasonable to think, but now 
there is a possibility that immigration might speed 
up the recovery procession. 

Balance With City 

It would be unfair to Canadian farmers, 

however, to bring in agriculturists only. That 
would force down Canadian farm produce prices. 
Immigrants should be both agriculturists and 
ortisans, maintaining the balance between city and 
rural population, increasing the producing and 
consuming capacities of both city and country. II 
is said that only one-fifth of thc land suited for 
agriculture in Canada is now being utilized. It 
would not do to fill up this vast area with farmers 
without a proportionate development of urban 

Canada. 
World Reasons 

There is more than our own economic good to 
the question of Immigration. As Canadians we 
may very well reach the conclusion that the time 
has come to welcome people from other lands, as 
a matter of our own economic welfare. As citizens 
of a world which must become more neighborly 
as It becomes smaller, we cannot avoid In- 
definitely thc decision to open our doors to the 
over-crowded populations of Europe (and possibly 
even to the very different people of Asia). 

When The Tide Turns 

A reaction must come to the notionnllsm of 
today, to thc defence plans, the tariff and 
Immigration barriers, to the talk of war. People 
will become much more worid»mindcd. They wilt 
think again in terms of world government of 
matters of International concern. Little-settled 
countries such as Canado and Australia will have 
to be able to satisfy world opinion that thoy have 
reasonably wise pluns for the development of their 

fabulous resources In the Interests of mankind.

A WARNING TO ALL MOTORISTS 

The death of a thrcc-ycar-old child on Queen 
St. under thc wheels of a motor-car two weeks 
ago was a tragedy. It should not be taken merely 
as a warning to parents to keep children off thc 
streets, for that is not always possible, but should 
be taken more particularly as a warning to all 
motorists to drive at a reasonable rate of speed 
and to keep their cars in control. A speed that 
Is reasonable on wide pavement Is not 



narrow 
as a 



necessarily reasonable on Newmarket's 
pavements. This accident should serve 
warning to every motorist in the town. 

Children No Wiser 

Three-year-old children have no proper sense 
of danger and will not be more careful because 
of this unfortunate accident. Motorists will have 
to be. Motorists must be forever contemplating 
the possibility of children darting out upon the 
streets. Pedestrians, including children, have a 
right to cross the street, even though it Is only 
to chase a ball. Many motorists take thc viewpoint 
that pedestrians go upon the pavement at their 
own risk. Mucli of the driving on Newmarket's 
narrow pavements, both by ourselves and by 
visitors, Is too fast for the safety of children. 
Twenty to 25 miles an hour on most streets is 
fast enough. Thirty-five and 40 miles an hour is 
a menace, but Is not uncommon. A stiff police 
campaign against speeding and reckless driving 
is needed in order to protect human life, particu- 
larly children who have not rcuched years of 
discretion.
